Something Concerning That 
Mysterious Suit, 


The Leading Points in the 
Plaintiff's Case Brought 
to Light. 
He Claims He Had a Verbal 
Contract with Mueller. 


The Latter Was to Give Him Fifteen 
Cents for Every Foot of Stone 
Furnished, 


Hibbard Claims He Did Good Lobby 
Service, and Mueller Denies It. 


A Question Comes Up Whether 
Mueller's Contract Is 
Forfeited.

And Still Another as to Whether the Price 
of the Stone Is Excessive. 


The public who read the doings of the law 
courts may have noticed that on the Sth day of 
the present month Mr. E. A. Storrs, counsel for 
Mr. J. M. Mueller, appeared in court aud asked 
to have a judgment against his client set aside. 
There was a flavor of lobby in the case, and a 
sort of general air of suepicion about the ma:ter 
which was entertaining to the news-gatherers, 
and when the formal proceedings and flood of 
talk were over they swooped down on the clerk, 
and prepared to get at the kernel of the multi- 
tudinous affidavits which had been filed. They 
knew, of course, that Mueller, being the 
contractor for the stone used in the work 
of the Custom-House, had been sued by 
Mr. S. E. Hibbard for a sum of money—and 
there their record stopped, and they sought toeke 
it out from the affidavits. And just there they 
were disappointed, for when they sought to 
revel in allegations they were told by the Clerk 
that Messrs. Storrs and High bad withdrawn the 
papers from the files by mutual consent. Here 
was more secrecy and much consequent drawing 
of inferences. If the plaintiff's case was good, 
why did he pocket the papers? If the defeodant 
bad a reasonable defense, why did he conceal it ? 
These and like questions worried the reporter, 
and he followed the case until he yesterday got 
together the following statement, which may be 
said to pretty fairly represent 

THE PLAINTIFF'S CASE 
as it appears without varnish : 

After the great fire of 1871, and while the citv 
was drawing a long breath before iis great 
struggle to recover its place in the world, there 
came to the eity one John M. Mueller, owner of 
the City and other ledges of freestone in Ohio, 
the whole being known as the Buca Vista 
quarries. Naturally, Mr. Mueller thought that 
Chicago was a good piace to dispose of building 
material, and the event proved him right. He 
furnished the Buena Vista stonefor many fine 
buildings, and unauestionsbly drove a prosper- 
ous trade. 

In the winter of 1871-"72 Congress provided 
funds fora new Federal building in Chicago, 
end a block to put it on was bought. Then came 
the important question as to what material 
should be used, and Mr. Mueller, from his little 
crick office next to the Gardner House, cast 
lopging eyes over in the direction of the square, 
and thought how it would look if ornameuted by 
a gorgeous buiiding of his savdstone. 

JUST HERE APPEARS MR. 8. E. HIBBARD, 
also of Cincinoati. and a former acquaintance of 
Maclier’s. Tall and well-looking was Hiobard; 
broad, and with a heavy black beard; slow- 
spoken and of authority in words. Just the 
sort of man evidently to whom the nervous. 
enappish, mercurial German Mueller might 
possibly have gone for counsel. Hibbard 
was the agent of the American Gas Meter 
Company there, and did business in the base- 
ment of No. 32 West Washington street. Here 
he had meters and gas-pipe, and the noise of 
poundiug tin was unending. 

IN THE SPRING OF 1872 
the Custom-House matter began to crvstallize, 
ami Mueller, it is claimed, took sweet counee! 
oft with his friend Hibbard. Both of them 
knew and well appreciated that the contract for 
stone was bard to get, and that means must be 
used, and ane tg seen. and influence gained, and 
things properly represented, or the applicant 
for a coatract would stand no more chance than 
the typical bird pictured as in bell witbout claws. 
Long and frequent were the consultations in the 
little office of Hibbard down in the basement by 
the tunnel, with the clatter of the tinman in the 
back end thereof; and many a time did Mueller 
come rushing over the bridge and pluoge down 


stairs and draw inspiration from the fount of | 


Hibbard. 
THE RESULT OF THE CONFERENCES, 

many and long, was, according to Hibbard, 
that acomprzct was entered into as between 
Muelleg and Hibbard, the object being to gain 
the important contract for the former. Hibbard 
represented to bia friend that they should work 
in two lines; Mueller was to do what he could 
with Maellett, then Supervising-Architect of tae 
Treasury, and the man from whom the contract 
would finally. come, while he (Hibbard) was to 
use his influence in Chicago. At that time, the 
whole City of Chicago waa represented by one 
Congressman, to wit, Charles B. Farwell, and 
bis recommendation was seen to be very impor- 
tant, if not all-powerful, seeing that he could and 
would speak as one having authority, and repre- 
senting the opinions of the merchants and solid 
men of Chicago, for whose principal use the 
house was to be built. As to Farwell, 
Congressman, Mr. Hibbard expressed con- 
fidence. He could, he said, by argu- 
ments so turn Farwell that his opinion would 
be Hibbard’s opinion, and none other. Tais 
was pleasing to Mueller, and the compact was 
made, and Peter Jack, the gasfitter who was 
pounding tin in the back end of the basement, 
might, if he had watched carefuliy, have seen a 
shaking of hands over it. 

AS AN EARNEST OF WHAT HE COULD vo. 
Hibbard mtroduced Mueller to two gentlemen of 
presumed inftiuence who had an office just around 
the corner on Canal street, and on severtl occa- 
sions he took Mueller around to that once, and 
the four gentlemen consulied on the matier of 
the stove and the contract, and the best means 
to be used to procure said contract for Mueller. 

It is fair to be presumed that Hipbard gave 
Mueller to understand that bis friendship was 
not to be put to a severe strain without some 

ood and substantial reason therefor, and, while 
be did not ask nor receive any Money for What 
he had already done, he was fairly anxious that 
his influence should receive a substantial recog- 
nition, especially if through his efforts Mr. Con- 
gressman Farwell were bgought around to give 
his expression of opinion in favor of Buena 
Vista treestone. Friendship, counsel, aod good 
words were one thing, but solid, substantial in- 
fluence another thing, and entirely different. 
Mueller had at this time, the month of May, 
1872, substantially settled in his mind, and by 
means of conferences, about what he 

roposed to bid, and he, therefore, proposed to 
Hibbard that be take 

A CONTINGENT REMUNERATION 


agreed that Hibbard should have a fixed sum for | 


each foot of stove paid for by the Government, 
and, when the basis had been fixed, the 
two went around the corner on Canal 
atreet to the office of the prominent gentlemen 
referred to, and there mutually agreed and 
covenanted in presence of both the gentlemen 
as witnesses that if Hibbard could so influence 
matters that the contract should be awarded to 
Mueller, the latter would pay to him 15 cents 
out of the price of each foot of stove for which 
the Government paid bim. 

THIS CONTRAC? NEVER WAS REDUCED TO WRITING, 
for the very ample reason that Hibbard did not 
think it necessary, inasmuch as be bad two 
competent witnesses ; and what Mueller thought 
may perhaps be gathered from bis later actions. 

Tue coutract having been thus ratified, the 
parues thereto, it is alleged. set to work to bring 
about the end for which they had schemed. 
It does not appear as a matter of record 
whether Hibbard ever really had any interest 
with 

CONGRESSMAN FARWELL 

or not, or whether, if be bad, be ever exercised 
it in any way. It appears from an aflidavit 
from Mr. Farwell that he never bad aug interest 
in the matter, aud ii also appears from bis 
couversation that bis first choice for the 
materia] was IIlinois limestone. This is sup- 
plemented by an explavation from Mr. Hib- 
bard to the effect that Mr. Farwell did 
express himself in a letter to the Treasury Do- 
partment for the glory of hie State and country, 
in favor of Lemont or other Lilinois stone as bis 
first choice, and Buena Vista freesione as his 
second cho.ce. ibis is better understood when 
it is koown that limestone was uo included in 
the proposals at ail—or, rather. was expresely 
exctuded—which would make Mr. Farweli’s first 
available choice Buena Vista stone. This may, 
of course, be a coincidence, and not due to any 
efforts or influence of Hibbard’s; and the latter's 
assumption of being able to covvert Farweill be 
e mply to try to prove that he did render Mueller 
effectual service. 

Tue fact that Mueller was awarded the con- 
tract and that he furmixhed stone until the gen- 
eial break-up, beginaing with Rankiu's re- 
moval, is well known. It appears that Hibbard 
kept an eye on Mueller’s delivery of stone and 
receipt of money, and at various times 

ASKED HiM FOR HIS 10 CENTS 
on the foot, which he deemed his share under 
the contract. It also appears with great ciear- 


ness that he didn’t get the 15 cents or any otaer | 


gum, great or small per foot otherwise. It 
would seem from the evidence as if Mr. 
Mueller went most decidedly back on his con- 
tract, if he made one, and the only reason 
alleged is that he considered Hibbard’s services 
of no yalue whatever. It appearing pretty 
clear that Mueller did not propose to 
disburse on bis entreaty alone, Hibbard pro- 
cured the services of Oue of the two gentlemen 
who witnessed his contract with Mueller to visit 
the obdurate quarryman and use his influence 
with him. The gentleman tu question did go to 
see Mueller,—went to Cincinnati after him in 
fact,—and 
ATIZMPTED TO REASON WITH HIM 

to get him to pay over the money as he had 
promised, but to all requests, demands, eptreat- 
les, and threats, Mueller remained obdurate and 
would not pay over. Afier having exhausted 
every other means found in the lexicon of per- 
suasion, the irate Hibbard and bis friends in 
September last began suit against Mueller as 
already stated. The claim was based on the 
number of feet of stone which Mueller had de- 
livered aud for which he had been paid, and the 
sum of 253,890.42 which was claimed, is figured 
on the basis of 15 ceats for each foot of the 369. 
000 and odd which have been delivered and paid 
for. 

What the result of the litigation will be the 
exceeding blind goddess who holds the verdicts 
of petit jurigs in her wobbling scales alone can 
tell; but thére 1s, of Course, à strong probability 
that the alleged contract. if the courts adjudge 
that it was purely fof lobvy servicos, will follow 
its predecessors and be declared void, as against 
public policy. Whether or not an ingenious law- 
ver can make anything else out of the agreement 
referred to must be tried if Hibbard would kuow 
the uttermost.

ANOTHER T : 
which may flop around in an apnoying way; it is 
a provision in his contract with the Government, 
which is in the following words: 

It is also covenanted and understood that no mem- 
ber of Congress, or other person whose name is not at 
this time disclosed, shall be admitted to zuy interest in 
this contract; and it is further covenanted and agree: 
that this contract shall not be assigned except by consent 
of the Secretary of the Treasury; and that any assign- 
ment thereof, except as aforesaid, will be a forfeiture 
of the same. 

Another annoying question of law forces its 
way in here, and it may not be far distant when 
the Solicitor of the Treasury or the Attorney- 
General will be asked whether the contract 


between Mueller aud Hibbard, if declared to | 


exist, was not of a vatnre to give the latter an 
interest in the contract” within the meaning of 
the stipulation, and whetber Mr. Mueller bas 
not subjected his whole coutract to forfeiture 
at the pleasure of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Thie question bas uot as yet been settled as far 
as known. 

Tbe extra precautions taken to keep the case 
from the public suggest several things, and one 
of them of course is, that Mueller is naturally 
alarmed lest the Government should choose to 
forfeit his contract on the grounds set forth. 
That would make ciear his action in wishing to 
keep the matter still. aud the same general rea- 
son may be said to apply to Hipbard, who com- 
menced the suit. It is pretty clear that his 
profite (supposing his claim established) would 
grow atthe same time as Mueller's, and, if he 
could collect at all, he would be anxious to have 
Mueller go on, and not be willing to have 
the contract fractured, It may be seen, 
then, that this is a possible rea- 
son why neither party wanted the matter 
widely known. Whether Hibbard’s proceedings 
were in the nature of a threat that if he were 
not settled with he would work to burst the con- 
tract, one man way judge as well as another. 

The sa course of reasoning may serve to 
explain the suit was brought in Chicago iu- 
stead of Cincinnati. The latter city would be 
naturally selected as the more proper seat of 
proceedings between two men who are both its 
citizens. It might easily have been that Hib- 
bard thought that less publicity would ensne in 
a city where one of the parties was almost en- 
tirely unknown, than where both were old citizens. 

ANOTHER GRAVE QUESTION, 
intimately connected with the last, is whether 
assuming Hibpard’s story to be correct—the 
Governwent is not paying too much for its atone. 
The first thought that would strike the reader's 
attention in this connection is whether a con- 
tract is a reasonable one which enables a con- 
tractor to promise to pay something like 10 per 
deut of the face for services to secure it. This 
is, of course, outside the question whether that 
contractor did or did not pay anything. The fact 
that he promised to pay 15 cents on each foot of 
stone furnished would, if carried out, show a 
new scale of prices. Mr. Mueller's contract pre- 
scribes that he is to have 61.30, €1.85, and 
$1.47} per font for different sized stones. Now. 
if he could afford to promise 15 eents gut of each 
of these prices, should he not rather bave re- 
fused to promise anything, and, instead, have 
furnished the etone at $1.15, $1.20, and $1.32, ?

VICE-PRESIDENT WILSON ILL. 
A SUDDEN ATTACK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasainoton, D. C., Noy. 10.—Vice-President 
Wilson, at 8 o’clock this evening, was much bet- 
ter. His pbysicians stated that they considered, 
him out of danger, and that rest and qaiet 
would restore him. After the attack in the 
morning he began to recover, and rallied until 3 
o'clock, when the physicians became much 
alarmed about him. His pulse became weaker, 
his strength seemed exhausted, and there were 
grave apprebensions that the illness might have 
a fatal termination. At 4:30 he began again to 
rally, and since has been steadily gaining 
He bas been removed to the 
Vice-President’s room, where a bed has 
been put up. The busy man lies to-night in 
painful rest in the midst of surroundings which 
have witnessed his greatest activity. One cause 
of Mr. Wilson's iliness is an irritation of the 
spinal column, which occasions severe pain be- 
tween the shoulders. Overwork and Indigestion, 
it is believed, are the immediate cause of the at- 
tack. There are no indications of an increase of 
the paralysis, no marked brain symptoms, or 
anything to indicate brain lesion.

SYMrTOMS OF APOPLEXY. 
Wasurnoror, D. C., Nov. 10.— Much alarm was 
occasioned at the Capitol this morning about 
half-past 10 o’clock, in consequence of the sud 
den illness of Vice-President Wilson. He had 
come to his room, on the Senate side of the 
building, as usual, but not feeling very well, re- 
quested one of the attendants to have a warm 
bath prepared for him. This was done, and Mr. 
Wilson cook a bath, remaining in a short time; 
then went to the barber-shop, near the bath- 
room, for the purpose of being shaved.

AN UNFAVORABLE TURN. 

At 3 o'clock thie afternoon Mr. Wilson was in 
an apparently comfortable condition, the pain 
in the bead and shoulders baviug ceased, al- 
tvough he does not rally as rapidly as desired 
by his attendant physicians. They think that. 
according to the present symptoma, he wi! 
recover in the course of a wees, There is no 
brain lesion, no indication of paralysis. The 
physicians say he will need close attention for 
at least twenty-four hours. All the necessary 
arrangements have been made for his comfort 
ani treatment in the Vice-President s room in 
the Senate. Among the callers this afternoon 
were the Postmaster-General, Attorney-General, 
Secretary of the Treasury, and ex-Congressman 
Kellogg, of Connecticut.

Much sympathy is every- 
where expressed. 

MUCH BETTER. 

This afternoon there were fears that the Vice- 
President might not recover from his illness, 
his pulse being irregular, but towards evening 
the symptoms improved, and he was able to con- 
verse. fe is pow resting comfortably in the 
Vice-President’s room at the Capitol, with all the 
attention necessary. Dr. Baxter is very much 
encouraged to believe that his patient will now 
recover. Postmaster-Genera! Jewell will remain 
with him throughout the night.

Nineteen years ago Henry Luddington, 3 
farmer living ? miles west of Galesburg, was 
mowing grass on his marsh, when, stooping over 
to pick ap a bush that he bad cut off, a massa- 
sauga” that larked behind it bit him on the 
wrist of his right arm. He instantly killed the 
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reptile, and basceved to the house to apply the 
usual remedies in such a case. The wrist and 
whole arm commenced swelling, and finally 
turned spotted like the suake. The remedies 
used finaly subdued the swelling, and the wrist 
became apparently well. But every year since 
that, about the same time in the season that the 
suake bit him, his wrist has commenced swelling, 
the swelling extending up bis arm tohisshouider, 
with sickening pain, and remains so for two or 
three weeks, when the swelling about the wrist 
would gather to a head and burst. It would 
then — quiet down, and he would be ro- 
lieved from all pain and trouble from this snake 
bite, until the time in tbe year when it first oc- 
curred, and then the pain and swelling would 
commence, his arm turn spotted. and he would 
suffer this distreseful afliction for two or three 
weeks again.

went down. 


The postal-telegraph system seems to be a 
success in Australia. There are 30,000 miles 
of wire on that continent and New Zealand. 
The 5,600 miles of Victoria conveyed half a 
million messages last year at a profit to the 
Government of 440,000. In New South 
Wales, messages can be sent nearly 4,000 
miles for 50 cents. Can this,” asks an en- 
thusiastic Australian, be equaled anywhere 
else in the world?” Certainly not in this 
section of the universe. We have the pleas- 
ure of paying $1.25 for sending a message 
less than 1,000 miles,—from Chicago to New 
York. The New South Wales tariff seems to 
show that most of this $1.25 is clear gain, 
and that a little more competition in the tele- 
graph business would be of service to the 
public. In Australia they expect, ere long, 
to ‘* supersede the post-office by the telegraph 
to a very great extent.” No such expectation 
is entertained here. Thanks to Mr. Hannipan 
Hamin, we have partly superseded the post- 
office by the express companies, but the ad- 


vantage is not apparent. 


THE PURITY OF THE BALLOT-BOX. 
The corruption or purity of the ballot-box 


is an issue that outlasts the duration of a 
single political campaign. Notwithstandirg 
the vigorous and persistent effort made by 
the merchants and the honest voters at our 
late election to guard the ballot-boxes, there 


is no question but many illegal votes were 


cast; had it not been for this effort there 
would have been thousands of them ‘instead 
of hundreds. But, unless we would remain 
under the constant menace of corruption at 
the polls and repeat et every election the tre- 
mendous effort made at the recent election, 
some remedy must be applied that will be 
lasting in its nature. The only remedy of 
this character is the prosecution, conviction, 
and punishment of repeaters. Weare glad 
to note that the Citizens’ Association are not 
tiring of the work they have undertaken, and 
propose to follow it out to its logical conclu- 
sion. We cannot now recall an occasion 
where there has been a conviction for fraudu- 
lent voting. There is nothing, therefore, to 
hold up against professional repeaters as a 
deterrent. They seem to think it is a mere 
question of getting their illegal votes accept- 
ed, and that, if they accomplish their pur- 
pose, it will be attended by no_ penalty. 
What is wanted is the practical evidtnce that 
illegal voting leads to the Penitentiary. 

The apprehension of the man PLL af. 
fords the needed opportunity, and no effort 
should be spared to convict him if guilty. 
He is the type of a large desperate class in 
the city, ready for criminal work of any na- 
ture, and free in the use of the knife or the 
pistol: to carry it out. This man Parurrs 
not only went about repeating an the day 
of election, but was prepared to murder any- 
body who should dare to interpose between 
men of his class and the purity of the ballot- 
box. The evidence against him points him 
out as the man who stabbed Mr. Mam, 
who was engaged in challenging at the First 
Precinct of the First Ward. The indictment 
and arrest of this fellow have been admirably 
managed. He and his friends certainly had 
no intimation of a preceeding against him, or 
he would have been run out of the city. 
Now that he has been indicted and is under 
arrest, the gang to which he belongs, led by 
Mix McDonatp and Harry Lawrence, will 
use all their money and all their influence to 
acquit him. They will be on hand to prove 
alibis, pack the jury, and use all the customary 
means employed to acquit criminals, This 
gang has a wider interest in PLLurs' case 
than his personal conviction or acquittal. 
They know that to send him to the Peuiten- 
tiary will be to interfere with their custom- 
ary occupation of procuring repeaters at lo- 
cal elections. A half-dozen such convictions 
will do more to break down the practice 
than all the efforts that honest voters can 
make by association on election-day. The 
gentlemen who are charged with the prose- 
cution of this case must be prepared to meet 
a powerful influence in his behalf,—the in- 
fiuence of the gamblers, confidence-men, 
thieves, roughs, plug-uglies, and  vote- 
brokers. 

It must be kept in mind that we shall not 
hereafter have the protection of registration 
at our local elections, and that the way will 
be open to expert and reckless repeaters. It 
will also be difficult to arouse public senti- 
ment again to the same degree of enthusiasm 
as that which prevented wholesale repeating 
and ballot-box stuffing ten daysago. The 
only hope, therefore, that our ballot-boxes 
may be protected from invasion by armed 
ruffians is in the conviction of some of those 
who have already been engaged in that sort 
of work. If afew men like PLS can be 
sent to Joliet for the crime with which he is 
charged, the villainous crowd to which he 
belongs will not be so reckless in the future 
as they have been in the past.

When the caterer was gather- 
ed to his fathers, the widow made her prepara- 
tions to bury him in the family lot, but the 
cemetery managers would not allow the dark 
shadow to come in among the graves of the 
dead and gone whites. Thereupon the wid- 
ow prayed for the issuance of a writ of man- 
damus compelling the Cemetery Compeny to 
grant her late husband the same right of sep- 
ulture that the other lot-owners have. Mean- 
while the poor caterer, or the remains of the 
poor caterer, have been bandied back and 
forward in the court like a shuttlecock. He

But in this division of 
the spoils England will not consent to be left 
out in the cold, and as an offset to the advan- 
tages which Russia, her old rival for the 
supremacy of the East, will obtain, she has 
already given out intimations that her occu- 
pation of Egypt is but a question of time. 
That occupation, however, will never be 
made except with the consent of the other 
European Powers. Egypt, although nomi- 
independent Government, ruled

and making war, is 
in reality a dependency of Turkey by 
virtue of the enforced tribute she must pay 
her as the condition of her absolute sover- 
eignty, just as Servia and other Danubian 
provinces are related. It is not impossible, 
therefore, that, in case of dismemberment, 
Egypt also will go into the common pool for 
national division. Thus the game stands at 
present.

THE ‘‘ UNEARNED INCREMENT.” 

This phrase was invented by some follower 
of Joux Srvart Mr and applied to the in- 
crease in the value of land, due to any cause 
other than the labor expended upon it, such 
as the growth of population. A Land Reform 
Society exists in England, which voted, ata 
meeting in London in the spring of 1873, 
that the State may rightfully confiscate this 
‘* unearned increment” by taxation. It is to 
be regretted that Mr. Mir, by presiding over 
the meeting and failing to express any dis- 
sent from its decision, should have commit- 
ted himself to such a preposterous assertion.

If it is said that the parallel is inexact, be- 
cause land is not created by human labor 
and the other substances mentioned are, the 
ready answer is that diamonds exactly cor- 
respond to land in this particular, and that 
buying diamonds for the sake of taking ad- 
vantage of a foreseen rise in their value is 
recognized as a perfectly legitimate operation 
of trade. A great number of things, indeed, 
gain value simply because they are held. A 
United States copper cent of 1804, in good 
condition, is worth nearly $10. Would any- 
body say that the State has the right to con- 
fiscate this ‘‘ unearned increment” by taxing 
every owner of an 1804 cent, next year, 

$9.99? The proposed method of taxation 
is simply coniseation. The theory is 
an outgrowth of philosophical communism. 

It would be idle to deny, however, ‘that it 
has been received with favor in some unex- 
pected quarters. The Land-Confiscation act

SPECIE PAYMENTS AND THE DEBTOR CLASS. 

We print to-day a letter from Mr. Jzssz 
Cox, Jr., of this city, dated on the 8th inst., 
proposing a plan. for a resumption of specie 
payments without any disturbance of the ex- 
isting relations between debtors and credi- 
tors. The plan suggested by Mr. Cox is sub- 
stantially, though notin detail, the same as 
was suggested in the editorial articles in this 
paper of the 8th and 9th. We commend the 
letter to the careful reading of all persons 
interested in this important matter. We do 
not agree with all the reasoning of our 
correspondent as to the currency and its 
value in gold; nor do we agree that the 
prospect of specie resumption is the reason 
why the currency is worth less in gold now 
than it was two years ago. We do not 
believe the act of the last Congress has had 
any serious effect towards producing specie 
payments. 

The only reasonable objection that any 
honest man can make to s resumption of 
specie payments is the one that debtors hav- 
ing contracts made on the consideration of a 
depreciated currency should not be arbitra- 
rily compelled to execute those contracts at 
coin values. A measyre that will fund green- 
backs in bonds, the bonds being a legal tender 
in the payment of all debts contracted prior 
to a day named after the passage of the law, 
will preserve to the creditor all his equities, 
and leave the way clear for an immediate re- 
turn to a specie basis on all new contracts. 
Such a return to a healthful system of values 
would be followed by a general revival of sub- 
stantial business. Speculation in currency 
would be at anend. Production and expor- 
tation would increase. Gold would flow to 
and remain where it was needed. The banks 
would open new accounts, and the old paper 
business would.be rapidly closed up. There 
would be no shock, no prostration, no stagna- 
tion. The gold-room would close its doors, and 
the country ‘would rejoice in the emancipation 
from the costly system of doing business with 
a money whose value was never the same for 
three consecutive hours. 


THE ‘‘ HEROISM OF SILENCE.” * 

That was certainly a very remarkable ser- 
mon which Mr. Bercuer preached from the 
Plymouth pulpit onder the above title.

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 

The Pall-Mall Gazette was begun, accord- 
ing to its curious prospectus, ‘‘ by gentlemen 
for gentlemen.” Taking this word in the re- 
stricted sense in which it is understood in 
England, the promise has been fairly kept. 
The opinions of the upper middle classes and 
of the nobility are quite fairly mirrored in 
the Pall-Malls columns. It is too conserva- 
tive to go to radical extremes, too radical to 
indorse constant conservatism. It praises 
and blames all Ministries. Itis an excellent 
type ofa really independent paper. When, 
therefore, it published, a week to-day, 
an editorial setting forth the urgent necessity 
of the occupation of Egypt by England, the 
fact was deemed of sufficient moment to be 
telegraphed. The Pail-Mall said: 
The English occupation of Egypt is ouly a question 


of time, as that step is necessary for the ar 
of our Indian Empire. 


Curiously enough, the position of the Pail- 
Mall makes its opinion on such a point as this 
of very slight importance. On many matters, 
the constituents of whom it is the mouth- 
piece shape the beliefs of the Engtish nation. 
As far as the colonial question is concerned, 
however, their beliefs and those of the 
nation are in sharp contradistinction. Every 
colony in England’s imperial possessions is 
dear to the nobility, the gentry, the great 
manufacturers of the right little, tight lit- 
tle” island. Younger sons get good berths 
in the colonial service, and merchant princes 
draw wealth from colonial needs. It is 
true that the system which led to the 
American Revolution, — that of forcing 
colonial dependencies to trade exclusive- 
ly with the mother-country,—has been 
abandoned, but the political ties be- 
tween country and colony necessarily, in 
a thousand ways, confine the commercial 
relations of the colony mainly, if not wholly, 
to the motherland. Power, place, and pelf 
are strong arguments. T@ey* have con- 
vinced the constituents of the Pall-Mall that 
the colonies must be kept, no matter at what 
loss. That paper, therefore, is faithful to its 
usual course in printing the threatening para- 
graph which we have quoted. The para- 
graph itself was in all probability written by 
Mr. Frrz James Stepuen, formerly a member 
of the Indian Government, a passionate be- 
liever in the retention of all the English de- 
pendencies and most of all Hindostan, and 
at present the mainstay of the Pall. Hall on 
Indian affairs. He is too ardent an advocate 
to be an impartial judge. : 
The feeling of the nation is pretty certainly 
the other way. The average Englishman is 
proud of that Empire over which the sun 
never sets, and likes to think of the dram- 
beat that encircles the world, but he dislikes, 
with a grievous dislike, the consequent taxes. 
It is fine to think of the English flag flying 
from New Zealand flag-staffs and awing a 
crowd of naked Maoris, but he knows that 
beneath that flag there are a multitude of 
officials for whose maintenance he mast help 
to pay. He objects to the colonies as an 
asylum for the superfluous sons of the 
favored few and a pocket for the fingers of 
rich merchants and manufacturers. He 
would not vote a dollar to subdue Canada, if 
Canada should suddenly declare her inde- 
pendence, and would probably be rather 
proud of the pluck shown in the action. 


Hindostan would not make the loss of that 
slice of Asia peculiarly painfal to him, 
though he might be ready to wage a desper- 
ate war for the sake of repelling a Russian 
attack uponit. But only when embarked in 
such a war, and inflamed with its passions, 
would he seriously consider any project for 
the seizure of Egypt. It is evident that a 
British army on the Nile and at the mouth of 
the Suez Canal could attack a Russian force 
marching overland towards India on the flank 
and rear, and so make the march too danger- 
ous to be tried. But seizing Egypt means 
laying more taxes. That, in time of peace, 
would not be borne. 

It is not likely, then, that the telegraphed 
threat will have any serious result. The 
Pasha of Egypt can go on building alternate 
schools and harems in peace; Russia can 
capture Afghanistan; and Hindostan can fit 
herself for self-rule and wait therefor until 
England grows tired of paying several shil- 
lings in general taxes for every pound of 
profit made by her merchants out of Indian 
trade. 


Iowa has her Beadle Buuntz in Superintend- 
ent MoCanrry, of the State Reform School at 
Eldorado. The Investigating Committee which 
bas been exploring his management of that 
institution reports that he began building up 
his reputation as a model official by a series of

What Stanley Saw in His Explo-

AFRICA, 
STANLEY'S EXPLORATIONS. 

New Tonk, Nov. 10.— The Herald publishes 
this morning a telegraphic synopsis of letters 
received in London from Stanley. He says Dr. 
Livingstone was wrong in reporting that the 
Victoria Nyanza consisted of five lakes. Speke 
correctly states that Victoria Nyauza is one lake, 
but Speke’s two islands are peninsulas. The 
River Shimeeyu is tbe principal feeder of the 
lake and extremest source of the Nile yet dis- 
covered. 

Stanley had several conflicts with slave-dealers 
on the lake. On one occasion he was attacked 
by 100 natives, armed with spears, in thirteen 
canoes, who were repulsed after a severe fight. 
Three natives were killed. 

He arrived at the Utesal aunting-camp at 
Nisayura April 12, where the King directed extra- 
ordinary festivities and displays. One feature 
was a naval review on the late of eighty-four 
canoes, manned by 2,500 men. On the second 
day, in addition to the naval maneuvers, there 
were races in which eighty-four canoes were en- 
gaged, each propelied by thirty oarsmen, the 
King leading the fleet personally, in the presence 
of a great crowd of on-lookers, including the 
300 wives of the King. On the third day there 
was bird-shooting and target-practice by 3,000 
troops, and on the fourth day he returned to 
Mtesas, the Capital. This King has 2,000,000 
subjects. He is a Mussulman, has great intelli- 
gence, and bis dominion affords the best augary 
for the possible civilization, of Africa. 


FRANCE. 
STEAMER ACCIDENT. 

Lonvon, Nov. 10.—There is a report at Lloyd's 
that the steamship Ville de Paris, arrived at 
Havre, from New York, his forenoon, struck a 
pier in the harbor, opening her foreport, and 
that her position may become critical if the pres- 
ent gale continues.

Tue Canvassing Board continued their opera- 
tions yesterday afternoon in the County Build- 
ing. There were but few persons present, and 
the interest taken was as slight as on the pre- 
vious day. The returns from a few wards 
were obtained and read, and now all the pre- 
cincts and towns are heard from except the 
Seventh Precinct of Hyde Park and the Second 
Precinct of the Town of Lyons. The returns of 
the troublesome First Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward are as yet unannounced officially. 


session of the Board, as well as the poll-book 
and tally-sheet, but none of them correspond in 


their accounts. The tally-sheet shows 887 votes ; 
the poli-book shows 821 names, while the num- 
ber of ballots, though not accurately known, is 
said to be different from either. On account of 
these inconsistencies the judges refuse to sign 
the returns. Mr. Otto Bluhm, one of them. was 
present, and said that he had done the best he 
could under the circumstances, and gives as bis 


the record is wrong, and so he is not willing to 
swear that it is right. He mentioned the fact 
that the Republican on of that precinct 
took the contents out of the ballot-box just 
when the polls were closed, and laid the ballots 
on the judges’ table. Then when they were 
counted the discrepancy in the account was 
seen, there being abont sixty votes more than 
the tally-sheet showed. 

Mr. Biuhm was asked why he allowed the Re- 
publican challeuger to touch the ba llots, and he 
replied that be could not help it, as the man 
took them before he had time to stop him. 
Gen. Lieb was of the opinion that, until the mat- 
ter was settied in the proper way by the judges. 
the Canvassing Board should take no cognizance 
of the altogether irregular paper which was 
handed in as the returns; but as soon as such 
a result was obtained there would be a comple- 
tion of the canvass. He also said that the 
Board did not want to be understood as throw- 
ing out 800 votes, and thus cisfranchising the 
voters of that precinct, and that legal advice 
would be taken in the matter. It was the 
opinion of the Board that had the poll-book cor- 
responded with the tally-sheet there would not 
uecessarily have been as much trouble. The 
right course would be taken to straighien the 
confusion, and it would probably result disas- 
trously to some one. 

Mr. Bluhm was very willing and anxious to 
settle the controversy by counting the votes, and 
then, if there was a greater number than the 
taliy-sheet or poll-book allowed, take out at ran- 
dom a sufficient number to square accounts. 

This the Board objected to as a proceeding 
not applicable to the present state of the case, 
and moreover regarded it as a bad precedent to 
establish. 

The returns of about eight delinquent pre- 
cincts and towns were read and some of them 
had no tally-sheet. Since yesterday the returns 
of some precincts were rejected on this account, 
Mr. J. P. Root objected; but the Board ex- 
plained that an effort had been made to obtain 
the necessary papers, but it was found that the 
judges had kept none, and the returns were ac- 
cepted. 

So the case stands. The returns of the miss- 
ing towne will probably be brought in to-day, 
and ev ing made out officially except the 
result in the Fifth Ward. Thisthe Board hardly 
knows bow to handle. and passed no opinions or 
suggestions that might indicate their future 
course, though Gen. Lieb intimated that no 
certificates of election would be given till the 
Fifth Ward difficuly was settled.

Rescue of Another Survivor of 
the Pacific Disaster.

THE WACO DISASTER. 
Gatreston, Tex., Nov. 10.—The steamer 


Buck Thorn was dispatched outside again at 3 
o'clock this morning in search of the missing

very close below the floor on the upper deck, 
which indicates that the fire was below between 
the decks, in which case it may have been burn- 
ing some time and given the officers, crew, and 
passengers ample time to have left the ship 
before the flames reached the upper deck, 
and were discovered by other vessels. 
It is thought that the passengers and crew may 
have escaped inthe darkness on board ships. 
Small boats were seen before the fire with per- 
sous on board, from the Fusiyuma and the 
steamship San Marcos. In this event they would 
have drifted with the sea about 30 or 40 miles 
westward before the wind changed to the north- 
west. 

Another statement, which would appear to 
confirm the location of the fire, is that the City 
of Waco has a small wooden case or house built 
arourd her foremast, where matches, etc., were 
stored. This casing reached upon the mast 4 
fect, and above tae top of it the mast was 
grained; below it was only painted white. The 
foremast was evidenly burned off below the 
deck. On the upper deck forward large quanti- 
ties of oil were stored. As soon as the flames 
reached this, the entire upper portion of the ves- 
sel was swept by the flames. 

The officers of the San Marcos, a steamship 
lying in the fleet, state that the fire was first dis- 
covered about 2 o'clock. Nothing was discover- 
ed wrong withthe unfortunate ship until she 
appeared wrapped in a sheet of flame. Nothing 
was seen of her boats, passengers, and crew. 

The return of the pilot-boat and steamer out- 
side are anxiously looked for. It is thought they 
will be in lave to-night. 

The English steamer Abdiel has just come 
from the outside. She was auchored directly to 
the leeward of the Waco. Her mate reports that 
the tire was discovered about 12:30, and the ship 
appeared to be one mass of flames. The officers 
of the Abdiel immediately ordered steam up, and 
their small boats in readiness for assistance. 
The mate states that he heard cries of distress 
from.five or six persons in the water. One was the 
vaice Of a woman or child clinging to what appeared 
to bo aspar or a piece of one of the vessel's 
masts. The sea was breaking over the Abdiel. 
The mate went aft and saw the spar again, but 
every soul had been washed off it. As soon as 
steam could be made the Abdiel moved up along- 
side the burning ship as near as her officers 
dared go. They state that not a person was to 
be seen on her, and they do not think it possible 
for one of ber small boats to have been launched. 
The Waco was 2 fearfully in the storm. 
Sparks and cinders were flying over and past 
the Abaiel. The officers of the Abdiel placed 
lights in their emal! boats and had them in readi- 
ness 10 launch. Her crew were on 
the watch for any of the Waco’s people, but 
none were seu or heard. The mate states that 
the fire on the Waco seemed to spread over the 
entire vessel in a few moments. He thinks she 
was first struck by lightning, which ignited oil 
on board, and burned everything on the upper 
decks before the passengers and crew could 
bave left their berths and reached the small 
boats. The steamer and pilot-boats sent out 
this morviog have not yet returned. 

GaLygston, Tex., Nov. 10—9:30 p. m.—The 
steam-tug Buckhorn has just returned from the 
outside, Capt. Irvaine .saw one of the Waco's 
boats, which bad been C®nsiderably burnt and 
floated off, and some steps and pieces of her 
cabin. There was no trace of any of the pas- 
sengers or crew. it is reported to-night that 
when the steamship Clinton passed the Austra- 
lian lying at the mouth of the San Bernard Riv- 
er vesterday, she was signaled, but the Clinton, 
not knowing of the Wacofdizaster, did not stop. 
Hopes are now entertained that some of the 
Waco's people may be saved ou board the Aus- 
tralian. if the pilot-boat which is now cruising 
in that vicinity does not reach ber there will be 
another steamer dispatched west to-morrow. 


THE LOST PACIFIC. 

San Francisco, Cal., Noy. 10.—A dispatch to 
the Merchants’ Exchange from Port Townsend 
says the United States revenue steamer Oliver 
Wolcott at 3 o’clock Mo day morning picked up 
one ot the crew of the Pacific on a raft 30 miles 
inside the Straits of Fuca. He says Capt. 
Howell was drowned from the same raft; that 
= Pacific was struck by a vessel uncer full 
sail. 

Tue man rescued by the steamer says the 
steamer California pa sed in plain sight of his 
raft while several were surviving.

A SAD SUICIDE, 


A Beautiful Mistress of a Wealthy 

Young Manin New York Hillis Her- 
’ geli. 

Special Diepatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 10.—A suicide, which at- 
tracted much attention and ‘comment on account 
of the vicinity in which it occurred, and of thesiu- 
gular circumstances connected with it, took 
place in this city last night in a flat at No. 180 
Fifth avenue, an exceedingly respectabie part f 
that fashionable thoroughfare. Thomas D. 
Whitney, a well-known young brewer, doing a 
large business, was hving with Miss Minge 
Roone, or Betty Roone, who was looked upon in 
the neighborhood as his wife, but did 
not sustain that relation to bim. 
She was 6 beautiful girl of 21, 
who loved Whitney passionately, aud was of an 
extremely jealous disposition and sensitive to 
the merest trifle which she thought indicated 32 
cooling of his affection for her. A remark 
about a woman with whom Whitney was 
formerly intimate, made last evening, 
aroused her jealousy and alarm, and excited 
her tothe utmost, and, when Whitney was in- 
attentive to ber later, or he had lain down to 
sleep, she took his revolver, which was at hand, 
and lyinging on a lounge, shot herself through 
the breast. At 

THE INQUEST 
this evening the facts of this singular case 
were fully presented. Thomas D. Whitney was 
the first witness, and testified as follows: 


I know the deceased woman. Her nameis Betty 
Roone, She came to live with mein February last, at 
No. 180 Fifth avenue, On Tuesday evening, about 
half an hour before dinner-time (we dined at 6: 0 
o'clock), Min happened to mention the name of a 
lady whom used to visit. She wes thrown 
into a state of great excitement whenever we happened 
to talk about the lady, and I always avoided any con- 
versation upon the subject as mach as possible, After- 
ward, we sat down to dinner together as usual. She 
acted very coldly, but no angry words passed between 
us at dinner. Minge drank turee or four glasses of 
ale, as she was accustomed to do daily, 
After dinner I got up from the table and 
lay down upon a sofa to goto sleep.

A short time 
afterward came and again woke me up, 
She said: “Tom, if you don’t wake up 
and talk to me, you'll regret it forever.”

I rolled over, 
and went to sleep again. I was startied from my 
slumber by the loud report of a pistol, I sprang to 
my feet and saw a small cloud of smoke hovering over 
the lounge where Minge lay. I rushed to her side and

She could not spesk, but was gasping end strug- 
gung violently for breath. I pulled her clothing one 
side, so that her mouth would not be covered with the 
blood that was bursting forth, and rang the bell for a 
servant.

There are two 
indictments against Kellerman, one in which his 
name appears alone, and one where he is con- 
jointly indicted with Benzburg, The latter case 
was called first, and the Government announced 
itself ready for trial. Gov. Fletcher, counsel 
for defendants, stated that he was ready in every 
particular except that two of his witnesses 
had not been subpenaed. These two were 
Cuddy and Kenneer, both of whom he 
understood had gove to Europe, and he was 
under the necessity of making other arrange- 
meuts to secure the testimony which they could 
produce. He would, however, be ready to go to 
trial on Friday morning. The District-Attorney 
assured Gov. Fietcher that there was some mis- 
take about Kenneer going to Europe, as he had 
been seen here ouly a couple of days ago. Any- 
how, he had no occasion to go. as he was 

ONE OF THE VERY FEW HONEST MEN 
connected with this crooked businece. He was 
certain that Kenneer cofild be found, if he 
was wanted very badly. It was plain, 
from the mauenvres of Kellerman's attorveys, 
that they were by no means prepared to go to 
trial, and that their tactics would be to fight for 
a continuance. Keuneer, the witness upon 
whose testimony the defense professed to rely, 
Was seen on tke street this afternoon, and has 
never been away from the city, a fact which 
must be known to defendants and their counsel. 
The District-Attorney suggested that the case 
wherein Kellerman stands indicted by him- 
self be taken up and tried. but Kel- 
lerman’s counsel declined, stating that they 
propose to take up ‘he cases as they 
come.

® The weather yesterday wad splendid, and the retail 
trade especially felt its stimulating effects, The ladies 
were out in force, making needed orders for the com- 
ing winter. With them bright skies make all the dif- 
ference in the in the amount and the variety of 
their purchases. The trade of the wholesale dealers is 
steady and in large volume, though in some lines not 
active as it was a few weeks ago. At the banks busi- 
moved along rather quietly, receipts from city 
and country sources being about equal to disburse- 
ments, The packing trade is now beginning 
to furnish those who discount foreign bills 
with a epecies of business which five 
years ago was scarcely known in Chicago. 

Before that, settlements were made in New York. 
Now our jobbers in foreign goods import directly, and 
buy their bills here from the proceeds of shipments of 
grain and provisions purchased in this market for 
consumption in Europe. 

The discount rate at the banks is, 2s usual. 10 per 
cent and firm. All the banks have now no occasion to 
ge outside of their regular customers for paper. That 
they are able to carry the grain, live-stock, packing, 
provision, lumber, mercantile, and manufacturing 
trade, not only of the city but of nearly the entire 
West, with very little and only occasional assistance 
from New York, is one of the most remarkable facts in 
the whole history of the Central States. 

On the street very little is doing, and rates for four 
months’ paper and longer are nominal at 8001s per 
cent, 

The exchange market 1s a shade easter. Some few 
sales were made at par, but they were exceptional. 
The range between banks was 250% above par per 
$1,000, A general conviction prevails that the price 
must soon eink below par, especially if shipments 
should become active. There certainly is yet an im- 
mense amount of stuff that should go forward before 
eavigation closes. 

The bank clearings were $4,500,000. 

The Directors of the Commercial National 
voted to close that institution to-day (Thursday) in 
order to attend the funeral of one of its Directors, 
Menry H. Taylor. Eg. He was a most excellent gen- 
tloman, and will be greatly missed in the business and 
financial circles of the city.

The shipments of wheat,

PUBLIC HEALTH, 


The National Association in Session 
at Baitimere. 

Battrwore, Nov. 10.—The American Public 
Health Association met this morning, end, al- 
though the weather was inclement, there was no 
diminution in the attendance. Over forty new 


members were proposed and elected. 

Dr. J. S. Billings, U. 8. A., presented a report 
of acommittee appointed to prepare schedules 
of questions for the sanitary survey of the 
United States. The report refers to various at- 
tempts made by the National Institute, the 
American Medical Association, and other 30 
cieties, to obtain data for a comprehensive 
medical topography of the United States, 
and to the causes of failure. The best 
data on the subject are found in the 
reports of the medical officers of the army de- 
ecribing the military poste,—of which four 
volumes have now been published,—because in 
these the statistics of disease are given upon a 
uaiform ＋ In most of the papers on medical 
topography the medical part is left out, and in 
the best of them only the mortality statistics are 

iven, 
81g report was referred to the Executive 
Committee of the Association with instructions 
to appoint a special committee whose duty i 
shall de to carry into effect the plan for a sys- 
tematic sanitary survey of the United States, 
and the Executive Committee were instructed to 
memorialize Congress to detail a medical officer 
of the army, who, under the direction of the 
Surgeon-General of the Army, shall co-operate 
with said committee in the prosecution of its 
duties. 

The afternoon session was begun by a report 
on drainage, sewerage, aod water supplies of 
cities, read by Gen. Egbert L. Viele, Civil Eu- 
gineer, of New York. Thispaper was one of the 
most interesting and valuable yet read before 
the Associasion. 

Prof. Kedzie. M. D., of the Agricultural Col- 
lege of Michigan, reada paper on the use of 
poisons in agriculture and horticulture. 

Dr. Allen McLane Hampton, of New York, 
read a paper on nervous diseases among school 
children, with suggestions for their prevention. 

Prof. F. Donaldson, M. D., of Marviand, read 
@ paper on the Influence of City Life and Oc- 
cupations in Developing Pulmonary Consump- 
tion,” contending that there is no chronic dis- 
ease so under tie control of hygiene and sani- 
tary laws as the development of consumption in 
its various forms; that it is principally inflam- 
matory iu ite origin; and that the tubercie is 
not a specific body, but microscopically and 
chemically the same as iuflammatory products. 
The climatic influences most valuable in ite 
treatment are mountain altitudes, equable and 
elastic. He pronounces the climate of Califor- 
nia superior to that of any part of Italy or 
France.

When io Hussia astronomers 
were first turuiug their attention to that glitter- 
ing surface on the moon which was supposed 
by them to be a huge mirror erected by the lunar 
inhabitants for the purpose of establishing a 
sort of a telegraphic communication with the | 
people of the earth, it happened that M. Last- 
nai-Coreau was supervising the near completion | 
of bis telescope at the works of M. Eichens, the 
contractor of the new instrument for the Paris 
Conservatory. M. Lastuai-Coreau has turned 
his telescope upon the moon, and has found, in- 
deed, the glittering surface, but has verv con- | 
clusively shown that ite use is not that which has 
been attributed to it. Without entirely concla- | 
sive evidence, it has longween thought that the | 
moon is without an atmosphere, although many | 


have asserted that, on account of the fact that | 


the moon's centre of gravity is some 8 miles away 
from its centre of sphericity, the air and water 
of that planet had gravitated to tbat side of | 
the moon which is never turned toward the 
earth. Able investigators have shown the falsi- 
ty of both propositions ; there is an atmosphere 
on the moon whicb envelops it as ours does the | 
earth. From his investigations with his instru- | 
ment, which practically brings the moon within | 
10 miles of the earth for p ses of observa- 
tion within a limited area, M. Lastnai-Co:eau 
bas shown that in the moon there are beings 
shaped generalls like men, but much larger, and 
tbat thousands of them are working towards 

me common end with a mirror which, instead 
of being 100 feet, 1s considerably over 1,000 feet 
in diameter. It is swung on gimbals or gigan- 
tic supper.s in such a way as to turn in any de- 
sired direction, and seems to serve many pur- 
poses, or at least be able to serve them. 
it is concave, and from the fact that 
it is generally turned in such a direction 
that its rays strike over an enormous field 
of what seems to be growing grain, it seems 
evident thai it s used to concentrate the rays 
of the sun in such a way as to render possible 
the growth of crops on the moon, which is cold 
and in most places barren, as it has hitherto | 
been supposed to be in all places. What a bot 
bouse is in winter on the earth the mirror of 
the lunar men is to them, save that it supplies 
them with food by concentrating the rays of 
licht and heat avd throwing them upon the 
fields. As it turus, often a nearly unbearable 
light like that of the sun has been thrown on the 
eyes of the observer, so that at times he is 
forced to observe with a colored over the 
object-giass of his instrument. o describes 
the men as looking Uke a colony uf gigantic | 
miners living in buts, upon which, at stated 
hours,—hence the observed regularity of the 
gignaling.— the light and warmth are permitted 
to fall. At other times the ravs of the mirror 
are concentrated on what looks like black earth, 
perhaps with the purpose of warming it and mak- 
ing it suitable for the future raising of other 
crops. t 

It is indubitable that there is @ lunar atmos-g 
phere, since not only do plants grow—and this 
necessitates an atmosphere like our own—and 
men live, but M. Lastnai-Coreau bas seen gigan- 
tic birds wheeling around the awful ctags and 
above the mighty chasms of the moon. o bas 
seen them descend in flocks toward the grain- 
fields, but also has seen at such times the rays 
of the wirror turned directly upon them—not 
slantingly as on the grain. but directly so thai 
they have fallen lifeless to the earth and eagerly 
been devoured by the men, It is M. Lastoai- 
Coreau's opinion that these are convicts or men 
who for some reagpn bave been bavisbed from 
the warmer and more habitable lunar hemis- 
phere as to a sort of Siberia, where they must 
work out their own purposes and live only 
through their own incalculable exertions. 

If this supposition be correct, it shows that 
on that portion of the lunar surface which is 
hidden forever from asa high degree of cvivili- 
zation must have been reached. It seems impos- 
sible tbat the huge mirror could have been con- 
structed by those beings who use it, under the 
circumstances in which they are now placed, for 
to construct such a contrivance presupposes the 
existence of vast foundries and skilled workmen, 
of food to support them in their work, of divis- 
ion of labor, and, in short. of all that we know 
ander the name of civilization,—but a civiliza- 
tion of a degree of perfection which we, at least, 
have not yet reached. : 

There are other considerations which render 
this great discovery highly probabie. The 
moon, during the long ages since it was 
first cut off from the earth, bas 
through all the phases of the earth. Me- 
teoric stones which have fallen on the earth 
show that the celestial bodies are composed of 
the same substances as the earth. The moon 
must bave passed h changes analogous 
with those which have piace in the earth ; 
it must have bad its azoic, palmzoic, aud meso- 
zoic ages; and, as time passed on, and it grew 
into such a condition as tha: which on earth 
rendered possible the existence of mao, beings 
like bim must bave appeared on the moon.

He was 
a thoroagh mechapic, and at once became ideu- 
tified with agricultural machimery, and was the 
patentee of a vast number of labor-saving im- 
provements in that line. Mr. Taylor prospered 
wonderfully, and he became kaown asa trust 
worthy and thorough business man through 
the Satire Western country. In 1865 he 
returned to Chicago, and took the agency 
of tae Aultman Company, of Mansfigid and 
Canton, O., aud five years later took an active 
interest in the concern, when it was changed to 
the Aultman & Taylor, aud he became its Vice- 
President, which position he occupied to the 
time of bis death. ' 

Mr. Taylor was also connected with a vast 
numoerz of other business enterprises. He way 
larzely interested in the Shepherd & Nichols 
Vibrator Manufacturing Company, Battle Creek, 
Mich. He was one of the Directors of the 
Elgin Watch Company, also of the American 
Insurance Company, and of the Commercial 
Nationa! Bank iu this city. ' 

He was a most remarkable business man, and 
it was Mr. Taylor who succeeded in placing the 
Elgin watches on the Lovdon market success- 
fully within oe month. It was only his indom- 
itable courage and energy which bore bim up. 
Fur three years past Mr. Taylor nad been a suf- 
ferer from a complication of diseases, and dur- 
ing the past month had become totally bund. He 
attended to his business, uowever, to the day of 
bis death, and was ratiopal to the last moment, 
when he peacefully passed away. 

The deceaged was ever modest and unassum- 
ing. It was he who was most instrumental in 
placing the Exposition Buildiug where it now 
stands, and yas one of ita stanchest support- 
ers. He ed Chicago, and in bim she 
loses a valued and enterprising citizen. Charity 
was one of Mr. Taylor's virtues, which he large- 
ly practiced. He was a liberal supporter of all, 
bis benevolence knowing no bounds of creed.

THE PROPOSED NATIONAL EXHIBITION. 
A meeting of geutlemen connected with the 
National Poultry Association was held last even- 


ing at the Tremont House to consider the matter | 


of the, proposed poultry exhibition in this city, 
commencing Jan. 20. 1878. 

The National Pouitry Association, through its 
Executive Committee of twenty-five, has been at 
work sincé last April, perfecting plans for the 
exhibiluon, securing funds to enable it to present 
a good premium-list, and makiog arrangements 
with the railroads and express companies, Tus 
exhigition will bg gi n by the National Associa- 
tion io coRpection with the American Poultry 
Association, the largest, oldest, and most influ- 
ential organization of the kindin America. The 
Committee nave found that the peopie of Chica- 
go are disposed to respond generously to their 
repreeeutations, and the premium-list already 
amounts to over $0,000. This sum will be 
iurther increased, aud the Committee do not 
propose to stop short of $10,000. In addition to 
this, the express companies have agreed to re- 
turn all stock coming to Chicago through their 
bands free of charge, or, in other words, to 
carry articles at one-haifiare. The following 
reilroada have agreed to bring aud return dogs 
fee of charge, aud to return owners and atiend- 
ants over the lines bv which they came for one- 
filth fare: Vermont Centrat;,.Grand Trunk 
Railway of Canada; Erie Railway. New York to 
Buffalo; Michigan Central; Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago, Illinois Central and branch- 
es: Cnicago, Aiton & St. Louig;)Uhicago, Rock 
Irland & Pacific; Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; 
Chicago & Northwestern, aod all its branches; 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Faul. It will 
be observed tuat by the arrangement with the 
Michigan Central, Grand Trunk, and Vermont 
Central, the Association has secured reduced 
rates to, Boston, and by the arraugement with 
the Michigan Central and Ege reduced rates 
have been secured to New Lorx ia Buffalo. 

The exhibition will be heid in the Exposition 
Builaing, where the Association has been fortu- 
nate in securing the entire space south of the 
fountain. Ihe proposed skatiug tink will not 
interfere in the lezst with the exhibition. 

The premiums will be given for the best speci- 
mens of dogs, poultry, and pigeous, here are 
iventy-one classes of dogs, besides several 
special classes. The lowest prize for sporting 
dogs is $100, $50 for dogs and #50 for bitches, 
the latter class being divided into three grades, 
and the prizes for the several grades being esti- 
mated at $25, 315, and $10. -

THE ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
ITS PROPOSED LECTURE CQURSE. 

The proposition to institute a course of lec- 
tures tliis winter in the rooms of the Academy 
of Sciences, made at the meeting of that body 
Tuesday evening, is worthy of a little more ex- 
tended notice than was accorded to in the pub- 
lished report of that meeting. The collections 
of this.society have recently been very much en- 
larged by the results of the Florida exploring 
expedition, aud by the addition of the Ward 
casts. The society now has collection which, 
though incomplete in itself, is in some respects 
fuller and more valuable than that which was 
destroyed in the fire of four years ago. The 
museum is now open for the inspection of mem- 
bers and their fomiiies, but it is to all intents 
and purposes a ‘sealed book to the great ma- 
jority even ef the members, if no explanation 
be given at the time of the visit. It requires 
something more than a casual inspection of even 
such treasures as these to see in them very much 
beyond a collection cf old shells and 
etuffed skins. In order to be of interest 
itis necessary that the dry bones should be cov- 
ered with living tivene, verbally, if not actually. 
The functions of the different specimens should 
be described, and vt. eir places in the economy of 
nature stated, if the collection is to be of any 
more value to the visitor than an ordivary peep- 
bow. 

It is proposed to call upon such members of 
the Academy as possess special knowledge iu 
this direction, each to take up some par- 
tieular or feature and describe 
it, in a manner which shall be as interesting as 
possible, avoiding everything that is mere de- 
tail.

PAY-DAY. 
LIEB'’S BOYS PLUNGED IN DESPAIR. 

Yesterday was a peculiarly sad day among the 
county employes. Ordinarily, pay-day is a time 
of rejoicing, but there are exceptions fo most 
rules. Never uave they worked harder or more 
faithfully than in the past month! It is true 
some of them employed in the County Clerk's 
office were seldom seen at their post of duty, yet 
they labored harder on the outside among the 
saloons and workshops in the interest of 
the Opposition party. But they did not stop at 
workine hard, early and late, but in a jubilant 
moment they attached their names to a paper as 
contributors to the party campaign fund.

Il embrace the present opportunity to suggest 
that it might be a great advantage to the City of 
Chicego to beset off from the County of Cook, 
and thenceforth to be known as the City and 
County of Chicago, and thereafter the whole of 
the powers vested in the County Commissioners, 
80 far as the City of Chicago is concerned, could 
be vested in the Common Council. This would 
save the expense of the Board of County Com- 
missioners. ‘The city would, or should, thea 
have the same powers that the County of Cook 
now has m the collection of State and county 
taxes; the latter, in fact, would then be the rev- 
enue of the city. 1 apprehend that the same 
grievances exist in other cities that we complain 
of here, and for that reason I think that this is 
a fit subject for discussion by municipal reform- 


ers. 
The City of Toronto, Ontario, felt the dis- 
advantage of being a portion of the County of 
York, as the City of Chicago now does in being 
included in tbe County of Cook, and to relieve 
it of the burdens of tie County of York was 
created an independent county. In that case the 
act of separation provided that the County of 
York couid have a Jail and Court-House in the 
City asd County of Toronto, and that all busi- 
ness of the County of York could be legally 
transacted there, and that any lands, buildings, 
and other property retained by the County of 
Lors should be paid for to the extent of the 
city’s interest therein, and that any lands, 
buildings, and other property retained by the 
city should be paid for to the extent of the re- 
maining portion of the county's ipterest therein, 
and that with respect to the débts due by the 
county each was to pay an equitable proportion 
of the same.

firm were present. The architect stated that the 
bricklayers and bod-carriers in the employ of 
Willard & Co. had quit work because they had 
not been paid, and that the prospect for the firm 
completing the contract was exce@ding!y gloomy. 
He also presented estimates of the work yet to 
be done to complete ti contract, and a state- 
ment of what bad already been paid, showing 
that it would take about $9,700 to finish the con- 
tract, and that the county would owe the con- 
tractors about the same amount when the entire 
work was done. 

The member of the firm present was then 
asked if he bad any statements to make, to 
which be replied iu the negative, except to inti- 
mate that, if the county wonld advance him 
move, he would pay his men, and thev would 
go to work. Further inquiry elicited the fact 
that the contractors were in arrears for labor 
and material to the amouat of $7,500, antl that 
the architect recommended no further payments 
by the county until the contract was filled, 
which was already pearly a month bebind time. 
The Committee tivaliy agreed to send for the 
bondsmen of Willard & Co., and offer them an 
opportunity to fill the contract. The meeting 
of the Committee and bondsmen will bo held 
this morning, and if no satisfactory arrapge- 
ments are made the contract will bo relet. 

SOUTH CHICAGO TOWN EXPENSES. 

Mike Evans and bis assistants ia runsing the 
affairs of the South Town were button-holing 
around the building yesterday in the interest of 
themselves. Ihey manifested a d@p anxiety tu get 
a large allowance from the Committee on Equali- 
zation for town purposes, The Committee rec- 
ommended an allowance of $15,000 a few days 
ago, which was not acted upon by the Board, in 
order to give the officers of the town time to 
make out an itemized account of the town's 
needs.

THE FIRE-ALARM SERVICE. 
A meeting of the Special Committee of Alder- 
men on Fire-Alarm Service has been called for 
Saturday afternoon at 3 o'clock. Apropos of 
this, a ‘l'RIBUNE reporter interviewed the Super- 
intendent of that department of the City Gov- 
ernment yesterday aud learned from him that he 
would be present at the mooting ans explain the 
present condition of the city telegraph lines, and 
answer apy queries the Aidermen might put to 
him. Mr. Chandler says that there are now here 
200 new signal-boxes, which cannot be put up 
for lack of tunds. The Council appropriated 
20,000 for the telegraph service, and the Su- 
perintendent says he has consulted the Comp- 
troller about getting the money, but the latter 
has declined to let bim have it, because it could 
not be spared from the Treasury on account of 
more pressing matters. There are now in position 
273 boxes and 500 miles of wire. Most of the 
lines are ten years old, and aré in such poor con- 
dition that it is almost impossible to keep them 
in working order, aud they are liable to break 
down at tue most critical time. Daring stormy 
weather it requires the utmoet vigilance to keep 
the circuits unbroken, and repairs in conse- 
auence of house-moving aud reconstruction of 
buildings have to be made constantly. In order 
to insure perfect control of the lines and to make 
them at all times relia the Superintendent 
states that it will be necessary to have 
the wires placed upon poles. This system will 
be expensive to begin with, but will be the 
cheapest in the long run. The common tele- 
graph- wires running over the prairies cost $100 
per mile, and the lofty poles used by the West- 
e:f Union Company in this city cost an average 
of $100 each, including painting and setting up. 
Thus it will be seen that somethiag must be 
done soon to reconstruct the whole system of 
city ines, if protection against fire is to be 
secured, and the members of the Committee 
shouid all be present Saturday to discuss the 
matter fully. The importance of the matter can- 
not be overestimated, Mr. Chandler says.

Can a Hormon Ge an Unprejudiced 

Juryman? 
Sart Lak, Utah, Nov. 10.—The question was 
raised in the Third District Court on Monday as 
to the competency of James Jcbnson, a Mormon, 
to serve as a juryman in the suit of a non-Mor- 
mon against a Mormon, the claim being made 
that be wouid be biased in favor of his fellow- 
ohurebman; also that be would be influenced by 
the fact thatthe Common Council, consisting 
of Mormons, had appropriated money to defend 
the case. Many witnesses, among them some 
of the leading members of the Mormon Church, 
also a pumber of apostate Mormons, were exam- 
ined as to the extent of influence or counsel 
brought to bear upon jurymen. Judge Bore- 
man to-day overrules the challenge of the jury- 
man, deciding that uo evidence had been given 
showing that Mormon jurymen had in any case 
been instructed by the Church authorities as 
to the verdict they — give; al- 
though one witness exp the opinion that 
a Mormon would not be an impartial witness 
when the interests of the Church were at stake, 
aud that be believed if a Mormon juror believed 
Brigham Young wanted a juryman to take a 
given course that would be the direction he 
would take, independent of his own conviction, 
there was no evidence that this bad been done, 
or that the juryman objected to was under any 
infiuence outside the Court.
